There is nothing to fear from 
either drinking or swimming in 
Sebago Lake water, according to 
the results of tests made by the 
U. S. Public Health Service, to 
determine if harmful quantities 
of DDT were present in the lake 
located in Sebago, Maine. The 
testing was conducted in coopera¬ 
tion with the Maine Department 
of Health and Welfare, and the 
Portland Water District. 

“The tests revealed less than 
one part of DDT in a trillion, an 
amount so infinitesimal as to he 
scarcely worth mentioning,” re¬ 
ported Dr. Elmer W. Campbell, 
Director of Sanitary Engineer¬ 
ing, Bureau of Health, for the 
State agency. He further stated, 
“we are assured that there is no 
possible hazard from either 
swimming in, or drinking, Se¬ 
bago Lake water.”

Herman Burgi, treasurer and 
general manager of the Portland 
Water District, which provides 
Sebago water to the Greater 
Portland Area, echoed Dr. Camp¬ 
bell's assurances concerning the 
lake’s freedom from pollution. He 
also noted that to eliminate any 
possible bad effects from DDT 
spraying, this practice will not be 
resumed this summer. “Further¬ 
more, we will be making more 
tests of tthe water this summer, 
as a precautionary measure,” 
Burgi said. 

The fish in Sebago Lake were 
contaminated with DDT. They 
are loaded with the stuff. The 
water is fine, hut I would think 
twice before eating fish caught 
from the lake until a clean bill 
of health is issued concerning the 
amount of DDT found in the tis¬ 
sue of the fish. 

Vermont Survey 

A selection of a prime site for 
an upstream fish-trap on the 
Willoughby River has been made, 
and plans call for shocking and 
fin-clipping as many yearling 
trout as possible this summer 
above Orleans. This action will be 
taken so that these fish may be 
identified in the future, thereby 
providing information as to their 
migration habits, growth and 
other factors pertinent to estab¬ 
lishing firm policies for a healthy 
fishery. 

Volunteer fishermen have of¬ 
fered to collect specimen fish for 
DDT analysis and will turn their 
fish over to Warden Collins for 
freezing and delivery to the 
U.V.M. laboratory. 

Violations of fish and game 
law, mostly relating to sanctuary 
spawning areas and illegal means 
of taking spawning fish, have 
been numerous this year and 
prosecuted more than the usual 
number of such cases.
